Proposed Law Keformers. 


The Chicago Bar Association met on 


Saturday to consider several proposed 
amendments to the Statutes ot Illinois, 
which had been recommended by the 
Committee on Law. 
The following is 


synopsis of the more important changes 
desired: 


Every person elected or appointed to 


office, who is paid in whole or in part 
by fees, should report unde'r oath to 
the auditor, semi-annually, all the fees 
and emoluments of his office, under the 
penalty of forfeiting all such fees and 
emoluments. 


It ih»ll be the duty of the city clerk 


of every city, the board of trustees of 
every village, the town board of every 
town, etc., to report in writing to the 
auditor the object and amount of all 
expenditures, the amount of all taxes 
and assessments, with their purpose, 
and the amount of all outstanding in- 
debtedness. 


If a grand jury is required at any 


term of court, it should be the duty of 
the county board, twenty days before 
the fitting of the court, to give two 
days' notice in a newspaper of the time 
tod place wbere persons will be selected 
tijuron, and the board shall select 
forty-six freeholders, as nearly as possi- 
ble in equal numbers from each town 
or precinct in the county. The selec- 
tion it to be made by a unanimous vote 
and upon nomination in writing. 
A 


certified list of the jurors' names shall 
be sent to the clerk of the court and 
delivered by him to the sheriff, who 
shall summon the jurors ten days be- 
fore the term of court. On the first 
day of the term the judge shall select 
twenty-three persons from the forty-six 
to constitute a grand jury. 


The constable to whom any attach- 


ment may be delivered shall execute 
the same without delay, in the usual 
•anner piovided, however, that, when 
ever it is against a non-resident defend- 
ant, no person shall be summoned as 
garnighee in the suit who does not re- 
aide or is not found in the town where 
the suit is brought, in counties under 
township organization. 


The act to provide for the "lection 


and qualification of justices of tbe peace 
and constables, and to provide for the 
jurisdiction and practiee of justices of 
the peace in civil cam, shall be amend- 
ed so that it shall not be lawful for anv 
plaintiff to sue any defendant, in conn- 
tits under township organize,ion, out of 
town, and in the counties not under such 
(utilization, out of the election pre- 
cinct whare the latter resides, except in 
personal actions in law where there is 
more than one defendant. Tbe plain- 
tin* m» begin action where either one 
of the defendant* resides, and may have 
hi* writ or writs issued against the oth- 
er defendant or defendants wherever 
they mar be found in the county.

tion M defendant any person or persons 
having no interest in the subject matter 
of the suit with intent to defeat tbe ob- 
ject* of this provision, shall be deemed 
Kuiltv (>f a iniadjmeanor, and shall be

XKW YORK, Dee. 13.—The electric 


light, is again taking possession of the 
public mind. Thos. A. Edison, the 
well-known inventor, says : "I am pre- 
paring a test for the subdivision of 
electric light, and will soon have it all 
ready. I am already satisfied, but I 
wish to show gentlemen who are to put 
their money in this thing its practical 
working before they take the step. 
There is to be no guess work about it. 
We will know exactly the cost of every 
thing before we go ahead. Because I 
have been a few months perfecting this 
thing, the public said I bad failed. 
They forgot there are millions of dollars 
invested in gas, and they must not ex- 
pect one little Jerseyman to revolution- 
ize the light of the world, and render 
all this capital useless. 
The light I 


produce is better and cheaper, and those 
are the two qualities that will kill gas. 
Besides, there is no dirt from my light, 
no danger from escaped gas or combus- 
tion. Tde light is an incandescent, 
simple light produced by impact of 
electric particles upon carbon, 
ft is a 


clear, steady, unflickering blaze, and 
possesses none of those disagreeable 
peculiarities which the public have 
come to associate with the idea of elec- 
tric light gained from those distressing- 
ly glaring balls which you see suspended 
in front of theatres and other buildings. 
The difficulty hitherto has kin in the 
subdivision of the light, so as to bring 
its application within the reach of the 
many. 
A great many writers upon the 


subject have declared this to be im- 
possible, but it is not, and I have proved 
it. Electric light may be furnished at 
a cost of something like $300,000,000 
less than it would have cost by the 
original method. I calculate that the 
city of New York can be lighted by my 
method at a cost ot something like $'!,- 
000,000, which is a very reasonable 
amount. 
My light will bo perfected 


before a great while. I am working 
very hard now. "

Hi XNRWEI.L, KAN., December lit.— 


There has been no change in tho posi- 
tion of tho Oklahoma settlers and the 
soldiers. 
They are camped facing each 


other with an imaginary lino that sepa- 
rates the State from the Territory, be- 
tween them. 
The reports that large 


numbers were entering the Territory' 
from other points caused great dissatis- 
faction 
among the colonists. 
They 


would say : "We arc holding the army 
while oilier parties arc going in and 
getting all the best lands." 
The excite- 


ment was increased when the committee 
headed by the Mayor of Caldwcll came 
over and invited the colony to come to 
that place, offering camp grounds, wood, 
etc. 
This should have been the start- 


ing 
point, as Oklahoma is directly 


south. 
The report by the Caldwcll 


party that from live to ten teams were 
going in daily brought matters to a 
head, and the settlers declare they will 
remain in camp no longer. The officers 
at first hold almost military control over 
the settlers, but in the last day they 
have ceased to exercise any influence or 
control over them and they arc fast de- 
generating into an uncontrolablc mob, 
and unless something is done to restore 
discipline a conflict may be brought on 
at any time. 


The settlers labor under the delusion 


that under no circumstances will the 
soldiers fire on them. The good judg- 
ment of Col. Cappingcr and Lieut. Ma- 


son, 
of the Fourth Cavalry, is the only 


thing that has prevented a 
conflict. 


The Colonel and Lieutenant have walk- 
ed about with th* men, reasoned with 
them and won the respect of every set- 
tler. 
Tiiis conduct has done more to 


restrain the men than anything else. 
Su completely beyond ths control ol the 
officers were the settlers getting that 
something had to be, done. 
A meeting 


was called and Dr. liobcrt Wilson, of 
Texas, was appointed a committee to 
go to Washington to see tho President 
and Congress if something can be done 
at once to relieve the critical situation 
on the border. Tho ^colony has men 
in it from ^Oregon, Michigan, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Ohio, and it seems to be 
widespread in the organization as hun- 
dreds of letters arc received at head- 
quarters each day asking when they 
shall come.

The Dccatur witnesses in the Charlie 


Ward illegal voting case, R. N. Baker, 
W. J. Usrey, R. Sollars and Mrs. D. M. 
Fielding, arrived in the city this morning 
from Indianapol'8- TneJ' rcP°rt that the 
Ward case was called up for trial in the 
U. S. District Court at Indianapolis on 
yesterday afternoon, and inside of one 
hour, afrer a speedy trial by a jury, Ward 
was acquitted and discharged from custo- 
dy.
